Sinn Fein and condemned as untrust- 
worthy to the cause they had vowed 
to support were doomed to death, the 
newspaper says. 

Of these seven, Lord Mayor MacCur- 
tain was the first to be killed. An- 
other, Prof. Stockley, was shot at four 
times, but escaped with hia life. A 
‘third whose identity has not been dis- 
closed was found blindfolded, bound 
and shot to death in a field at Lim- 
erick. He held in his hand a rosary. 

The remaining four are still alive 
so far as known. 

Followed Mail Van Raid. 

“It appears,” the newspaper de- 
clares, “ that the Sinn Fein inner circle 
organized an attack on a mail van 
in Dublin on March 3 and the men 
sent to do the work secured corre- 
spondence which was being forwarded 
to Dublin castle. Whether in this cor- 
respondence there was found anything 
implicating the seven expelled men is 
not clear, but apparently there is good 
ground for this view. 

“Two days after the attempt to 
murder Prof. Stockley, Lord Mayor 
MacCurtain, who 
Feiner, had strongly denounced the 
Sinn Fein campaign, was kifled. There 
is no doubt now in the minds of Irish 
officials that his murderers were Sinn 
Feiners acting under the orders of 
the inner ring of the Irish Republican 
brotherhood.” 

Says Meeting Was Held.

“It has been ascertained that ‘on 
the night of March 17 there was a 
circle meeting of the Irish Republican 
brotherhood which was attended by 
Lord Mayer MacCurtain and other 
prominent persons.

Vashington, D. C., March 29.—[Spe- 
cial.J—While Ludwig C. A. K. Mar-

Assistant 
Secretary of Labor Post released him 
in the custody of his counsel, former 
Senator Hardwick, and set the deporta- 
tion hearing for 11 a. m. on Wednes- 
day. The department of justice an- 
nounced today that it “had a perfect 


case.” 
Found on Man at Riga. 

The dispatches made public by the 
state department were found on the 
person of a soviet courier en route to 
the United States, who was captured 
at Riea. They were addressed by G. 
Zinoviv, president of the executive 
committee of the Communist Interna- 
tionale, to the central committee of 
the American Communist and Amer- 
ican Communist Labor parties, with. 
the aim of uniting these organizations 
for a revolutionary movement against 
the American government. The 4,000 
Reds recently arrested for deportation 
are officers and members of these par- 
Ties, 

“ Armed insurrection,” establishment 
of a “dictatorship of the proletariat ” 
in the United States, and formation of 
an “underground organization for rev- 
propaganda among the 
masses’ are among the acts urged in 
the intercepted dispatches.

FOR A SIMPLE CONSTITUTION. 

Americans are great believers in the curative 
powers of legislation. No one would say that they 
are essentially law abiders, but they are essen- 
tially law makers. They are great believers in 
machines and great makers of them. They make 
# machine to wash the dishes and one to wash the 
clothes, one to cook the eggs, and one to clean 
the carpet. Probably because they find that ma- 
ehinery works so well in the material things of 
life they believe that machinery will work in the 
moral things of life. 

The temptation to apply this scheme of life is 
enormous in ordinary sessions of the legislature, 
and it is increased tn the constitutional convention. 
If something put in the statute books be relied 
upon to work a remedy automatically, how much 
greater a benefit could be obtained by something 
put in a constitution? . 

The Illinois convention is now ‘confronted with 
this habit of legislation, and is trying, wisely, to 
work away from it. The convention knows that a 
constitution is not a collection of statutes, but a 
basis upon which statutory legislation is erected. 
The delegates know, or ought to know, that the 
constitution is not the instrument by which to 
regulate the size of hotel sheets, restrain the crow- 
ng of roosters, compel the removal of snow from 
sidewalks, exterminate the gypsy moth, or fix th 
price of wheat. 

The state may hope to get from the convention 
a constitution which will permit needed legislation 
to proceed from the general assembly and a con- 
stitution which the people will accept. As such it

, Mrs. Starrett—‘‘ I woula like to ask Dr. 
Robertson a question. A while ago I 
had an accident which confined me to the 
house for a long time. I noticed how dry 
skin and hair were. It made me 
very uncomfortable. It was winter time 
and the house was heated by hot air. I 
yhad them pour water on Turkish towels 
and hang them around the room. I 
thought this made me feel much better. 
Was I right?” 

Dr. Robertson-—‘‘ You were. In the 
Portland climate you stay out of doors 
much of the time. 
fined you to the house day and night 
and you noticed for the first time how 
the dgy air ruined your skin and hair. 
To humidify the air of a hot air heated 
house is af right, provided enough wa- 
ter is evaporated. To get proper re- 
Sults use plenty of towels and keep them 
very wet. The skin is a very im- 
portant®organ and does not stand dry- 
ing well. Some people harm their skins 
by washing too much with soap and 
To substitute grease and face 
creams at times will be found to be an 
improvement.” 


Mrs. Starrett—“ I would like to ask an- 
other question and make another state- 
ment. I went into a school that was 
heated by steam. I thought the stu- 
dents were suffering from dry air. I 
had them soak burlap in water and 
throw it over the radiators; Soon the 
air felt much more comfortable. It 
seems to me children sitting “In dry 
aired school rooms must have more 
colds and coughs than is healthy for 
them. Is that right?’”’ 

Dr. Robertson—" Again you are right. 
One reason for the increase in pneu- 
monia rates is the growing habit of liv- 
ing in dry aired houses. One reason for 
the healthfulness of western Oregon and 
Washington is the moisture in your air. 
Your winter climate being mild, your 
people do not need to stay indoors much. 
One of the hardest fights the Chicago 


smoke free outside air and good ven- 
tilation indoors. 

“ Wrapping the radiators with wet bur- 
lap is all right, provided enough water 


will cause more evaporation than will 
the dinky pans on the health depart- 
ment radiators. I want to say that I 
did not put those pans on the radiators.

In no event 
will any reserve officer or any reservist 
be called for training during the present 
calendar year without his: consent. 

Reserve officers on inactive Status may 
be assigned by department commanders 
to an organization of the regular army 
for target practice at their own request, 
but without pay. Reserve officers tak- 
ing part in target practice wil] be al- 
lowed the same expenditure of small 
arms ammunition therefor as officers 
of the same arm or service of the regu- 
lar army. Application for assignment 
under this authority should be made to 
the department commander.
